The Transport Manauense Arrives 
at Manila Thirty-Three Days 
From San Francisco. 



Commissioner Wilson Makes His 
Annual Report to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 



Orange River, Monday, Nov. 27 # — 
Tiie British arms have achieved a bril- 
liant victory. The enemy strong-ly 
entrenched held a range of hills com- 
manding- both sides of the railway at 
Rooi Laagte, near Gras Pan. The 
Lancashires, under Lewis, reconnoi- 
tered in an armored train on Friday. 
The Boers shelled the train, killing 
Lewis and a private. 

Gen. Methuen then advanced. His 

• 

column made a detour and bivouacked 
for the nig-ht at Swinks Pan, three 
miles from the Boer position. 

At dawn the advance began, the 
g-uards forming the reserve. The 
column debouched on the plain east- 
ward of the Boer Kapjes. The Boer 
guns opened fire. Two batteries of 
British artillery posted on each side 
shelled the Boers, practice being good 
on both sides. 

The Boers stuck tenaciously to their 
positions, firing steadily and accurate- 
ly. The duel which constantly became 
hotter, lasted three hours. The Boer 
shells wounded several men of the 
naval brigade. 

Finding it impossible to displace the 
Boers by artillery. Gen. Methuen re- 
solved upon an infantry attack. A 
brigade of infantry, including the 
Yorkshires, the Northamptons, the 
Northumberlands and the Lancashires, 
with the naval brigade on the right, 
gallantly stormed the Boer positions 
in the face of a withering fire and car- 
ried hill after hill, the brigade under 
Col. Money capturing the main posi- 
tion against a terrific fire, but suffer- 
ing severely. 



New York. Nov. 28. — As a result of 
three days* trial of “coalina* ship” 
while towing at sea, just completed by 
the United g‘ ,, *es battle ship Massa- 
chusetts and the coilier Marcellus, it 
may soon be possible for any war ship 
to receive coal by the overhead wire 
system at the average rate of 20 tons 
an hour. The vessels named returned 
to port Monday night and anchored 
off Tompkinsville, S. I., after having 
been away for a week, three days of 
which were spent at sea giving the 
Miller conveyor a thorough trial 
under varied conditions. At the con- 
clusion of Monday’s trial, the third of 
the series — when 126 bags of coal, -ach 
weighing 410 pounds, had been trans- 
ported in 66 minutes without accident, 
of them being delivered in 44 min- 
utes — the trial board announced that 
the test was ended and that they were 
satisfied with the result. The trial 
board assigned by the navy depart- 
ment to witness and report on the ex- 
periments from the deck of the collier 
Marcellus was composed of Commander 
A. B. M. Lillie, in command of the 
Marcellus; Lieut. Commander W. D. 
Rose and Lieut. John B. Bernardo. 

The latter ship and collier left the 
city last Tuesday. They made anchor 
in Sandy Hook bay on Wednesday 
night, proceeding to sea at 8 o’clock 
the next morning. A pair of wooden 
shears about 30 feet high had been 
erected on the after deck of the Mas- 
sachusetts. At the top of these was 
fastened a large iron block, over 
the sheave of which the wire cable 
traveled that was to bring the bags of 
coal across to the war ship. At the 
east end of the entrance to Ger- 
ney’s channel, and at about four 
miles from the Sandy Hook light- 
ship a boat was lowered from the 
battle ship and a towing hawser quick- 
ly run to the collier. By mean:; of a 
smaller line a sea anchor cable was 
sent over to the Massachusetts and 
made fast, its end having first been 
passed through the top of the carrier 
— a flat iron block having three 
sheaves, one above the other through 
which the conveying cables run. This 
first cable passed through sheaves at 
the foremast and mainmast heads of 
the collier, the wire then leading to

Washington, Nov. 29.— The financial 
bill prepared by the republican caucus 
committee, which met at Atlantic city 
last spring, was Tuesday made public 
by the committee. It is in part as fol- 
lows: 

Be it enacted by the senate, etc.. 
That the standard unit of value shall, 
as now, be the dollar, and shall con- 
sist of twenty-five and eight-tenths 
grains of gold, nine tenths fine, or 
twenty-three and twenty-twoone hun- 
dredths grains of pure gold, being the 
one-tenth part of the eagle. 

All interest-bearing obligations of 
the United States for the payment of 
money now existing or hereafter to be 
entered into and all United States 
notes and treasury notes issued under 
the law of July 14, 1890. shall be deem- 
ed and held to be payable in the gold 
coin of the United States as defined in 
section one of this act; and all other 
obligations, public and private, for 
the payment of money shall be per- 
formed in conformity with the stand- 
ard established in said section. Noth- 
ing herein contained shall be constru- 
ed or held to effect the present legal 
tender quality of the silver dollar, or 
of the subsidiary of minor coins, or of 
the paper currency of the United 
States, or the laws making national 
banks receivable and payable for cer- 
tain public debts and dues and obliga- 
tions between national banks. 

There shall be established in the 
treasury department as a part of the 
office of the treasurer of the United 
States, a division to be known and 
designated as the division of issue and 
redemption, to which shall be assigned, 
under such regulations as the secre- 
tary of the treasury may approve, all 
records and accounts relating to the 
issue, redemption and exchange as 

hereinafter provided, of the several 

< 

kinds of United States money. 
There shall be transferred from 
the general fund in the 
treasury of the United States and 
, Jlken up on the books of said division 
Is a redemption fund, the amount of 
jJPold coiD and bullion held against out- 
'.standing gold certificates, the amount 
lof United states notes held against 
(outstanding currency certificates, the 
amount of silver dollars held against 
outstanding silver certificates, the 
amount in silver dollars and silver bul- 
lion held against outstanding treasury 
notes issued under the Act of 
July 14, 1S90; an amount 

of gold coin and bullion to constitute 
a reserve fund equal to 25 per cent, of 
the amount both of United States notes 
and treasury notes issued under the 
act of July 14. 1S90, outstanding. The 
gold and silver coins and bullion trans- 
ferred from the general fund in the 
treasury as herein provided shall be in- 
creased or diminished as the case may 
be in accordance with the provisions of 
this act and in no other way. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary 
^')f the treasury to maintain the gold 
I eserve fund taken up on the books of 
| he division of issue and redemption, 
tis herein provided, and for this pur- 
jpo se he may from time to time transfer 
RO such fund any moneys in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, or 
May exchange any of the funds 



Manila, Nov. 29. — When the Manau- 
ense anchored in Manila bay Tuesday 
morning, 33 days from San Francisco, 
there were several feet of water in her 
hold and 400 grimy, greasy, hungry, 
exhausted soldiers and sailors had 
been passing buckets of water since 
November 17 night and day. First As- 
sistant Engineer Dunleavy was under 
arrest, and according to Col. Webb 
Hayes’ official report the chief engi- 
neer would also have been under ar- 
rest if there had been anyone to re- 
place him. 

The colonel’s report also declares 
that the captain of the vessel told him 
that the only thing which brought 
them through was the fact that the 
men were greenhorns and failed to 
realize their danger, while experienced 
seamen would have deserted the ship 
and taken to the boats in mid ocean. 

The Manauense is a chartered ship 
flying the British flag. She belongs 
to a firm of which Senator Perkins, of 
San Francisco, is alleged to be a jun- 
ior member. The officers say the firm 
bought her for $45,000, and they claim 
efforts were mad,* to sell her to the 
government for 8150,000. 

She started from San Francisco, ac- 
companied by the transport Pekin, 
which carried the remainder of the 
regiment, and encountered heavy seas 
to Honolulu without accident- 

After starting it developed that she 
was unmanned and soldiers had to be 
detailed to let as firemen, coal passers 
and waiters and to do other work. Be- 
fore reachii t Honolulu, the crew con- 
cluded that the ship was not safe and 
the majority agreed to desert. Though 
they were closely watched many of 
the crew succeeded in getting away 
and the Manauense left Honolulu with 
less than halt her crew. The captain 
of the transport November 17, told 
Col. Hayes that the vessel had sprung 
a leak and an investigation re- 
sulted in finding several feet 
of water in her hold. The steam 
pumps were tried but failed to work, 
and there were no hand pumps on 
board. However, 46 buckets were 
found, ot.iers were improvised, and 
the soldiers not employed in working 
tiie si i p were organized into five shifts 
mil stripped and formiug lines they 
began bailing, .he offici rs working 
with tiie meu passing the buckets, 
which were sent up to the deck by a 
w.ndlass. The lon.-est time a shift 
could stand was two hours, and often 
the period was not longer than half 
an hour. The baili ng continued until 
the snip anchored here. 

The water rose rapidly and the bail- 
ing force was doubled. But the buck- 
ets were gradually smashed and bar- 
rels and boxes were substituted for 
th, m. the men working in da kness, 
planks and pieces of iron shafting be- 
ing violently washed among them. 
The firemen could only feed the fires 
by being .ifted on the shoulders of 
the other men through water waist 
deep. 

The typhoon lasted two days and a 
half, and in the m ist of it the en- 
gines stopped. The officers then held 
a council aud found that there were 
420 persons on b -ard, with life boat 
accommodations for 213. 

In he meantime the men below, ig- 
norant of their extreme peril, were 
pass.ng buckets ana singing “What 
the H — Do We Care,” wnile the ship 
rolled heipte^s on the ocean, with 
hatches closed. 

The heat was intense until the ty 
phoon passed and then the Pekin, 
which had retraced her course about 
70 miles, came alongside the Manau- 
ense which was roll ng so heavily that 
the soldiers in the hold could at each 
roll see the Pekin through the hatches 
overhead. 

CoL James S. Pettit, commander of 
the 31st volunteer regiment ordered 
the Manauense to proceed to Guam 
and await relief but the captain of the 
Manuense demurred, the officers say. 
because the government was renting 
the ship for 5500 per day. 

Throughout the remainder of the 
voyage the engines of the Manauense 
failed frequently and the ship would 
roll fora few hours while the engines 
were repairing. Then the steamer 
would proceed again for a few hours. 
The meat and vegetables rotted be- 
cause of the failure of the refrigera- 
tors and were thrown overboard. 

After the storm the water supplied 
to the ship at Honolulu had to be used 
for the boilers, and there was little or 
none for drinking. In fact, it is as- 
serted that during the last week of the 
voyage the men lived almost entirely 
on whisky, beer and hard tack. 

The regiment will proceed to Zam- 
boanga on the Pekin to garrison sev- 
eral ports cq the island of Mindanao*

The fact is that in nearly all of these 
rites and ceremonies the purpose is for 
immediate personal advantage rather 
than for immunity from suffering here- 
after. “Mumbo- Jumbo” is appealed to 
for everything, from a change in luck 
to protection from death, and so strong 
is the belief that superstitious foreign 
sailors are afflicted by it, and they have 
been known to go to the native priests 
for charms and to join in incantations 
that involve dancing, singing, praying, 
the sacrifice of a goat and the drinking 
of the goat’s blood. 

Even human sacrifices have been wit- 
nessed by white men in the West Indies, 
and the Catholic archbishop of Hajti 
tells a well-authenticated'story of how 
a young priest of his see in 1893 went 
to the interior of the island, and, while 
disguised with blackened face and 
hands, witnessed the sacrifice of a 
young child, who was afterward de- 
roured by the assembled congregation. 

The law has been slow in apprehend- 
ing those who have committed murder 
in the name of their religion, because 
it is extremely difficult to learn the 
facts, in the first place, and yet more 
difficult to find the perpetrators. Usual- 
ly these ceremonies take place in the 
interior, away from large centers, 
and under the protection of dense foli- 
age, so as to be known only by those 
who take part, and the fact is always 
safe in their keeping. 

So far do the believers in the ancient 
bloody rite carry their feelings, and so 
great is the satisfaction that they take 
in that faith and in keeping their be- 
liefs secret, that they have been known 
to join the Christian church, partici- 
pate in its ordinances and sacrament, 
and then, at regular intervals, go into 
the fastness of some forest, appeal to 
the spirits and perform their incanta- 
tions with exuberance of-joy, as though 
they had done something that would 
meet with the approval of the gods. — 
N. Y. Herald.

Colonial origin of the Transvaalers. A 
long time ago a die was made in Hol- 
land for a Transvaal government offi- 
cial, hut was rejected because the ox 
wagon was depicted with a pair of 
shafts instead of a single pole or “dissel- 
boom.” 

An orange tree in full fruit is the 
most distinctive feature of the arms of 
the Orange Free State. Beneath the 
tree are on one side a lion and on the 
other a number of oxen. An ox wagon 
similar to that on the Transvaal arms 
and three suspended horns complete 
the whole. 

“Sues Bona” — good hope — is written 
underneath the arms of the Cape Col- 
ony, the chief feature of which is a lion 
rampant. A figure of Hope surmounts 
the shield, the “supporters” of which 
are a couple of native animals. 

The royal arms of England in mini- 
ature figure prominently on the arms of 
Natal, with “Dieu et mon Droit” as the 
motto. Natal is the most distinctively 
British of any of the South African 
colonies. 

The Rhodesian coat-of-arms is, pos- 
sibly, the most elaborate of any" in 
South Africa. “Justice, Commerce, 
Freedom” is the proud motto of the 
British South Africa company. A lion, 
one of whose paws clutches an ele- 
phant’s tusk, surmounts the shield, on 
which an elephant is the principal fig- 
ure. Two animals of the “beeste” order 
are the supporters. — Chicago Times- 
Herald.
